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THE WEATHER. 


In our variable climate the weather is always more or less a 
topic of interest. Just now, it fully shares with the House of 
Lords the watchful and even anxious attention of the com- 
munity. We question, indeed, whether the actual or possible 
course of the Peers in relation to the Irish Church Bill 
engrosses so large an amount of consideration or causes so 
frequent an interchange of opinion at the present time as the 
extraordinary meteorological conditions which so bitterly 
address themselves to our feelings. The weather will not 
allow us to forget it for many hours together. It pursues us 
into the very sanctuaries of our homes. It claims our first 
notice in the morning—it has our last thoughts at night. 
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There is scarcely an hour in the day in which it does not 
disagreeably remind us of its potent influence over our occu- 
pations and enjoyments. Like a morose companion, it drives 
back to their sources most of those outflowings of goodwill | 
and geniality which do so much to beautify and fertilise our 
daily life. Mere cold, when it is seasonable, invigorates 
rather than depresses. In Canada, for instance, during 
the long reign of winter, the animal spirits often rise highest 
when the thermometer sinks lowest. But this bleak, chilling, 
gloomy state of the atmosphere, in the place of blue skies, 
blazing sun, and generous warmth, disappoints our expecta- 
tions and has a tendency to sour our feelings. Brief hopes, 
kindled by a single day now and then of gleaming and balmy 
weather, are ruthlessly swept away, as soon as formed, by a 
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returning and persistent current from the north-east. The 
enemy, whom we thought once and again had beaten his final 


| retreat, comes back upon us so soon and so suddenly that 


before we have fairly thawed into a sense of comfort our 
aching bones once more attest his presence. There is nothing 
for it but patience. Last year we had a surplus of summer 
heat: this year we have a predominance of biting cold. There 
is compensation in all things, but the compensation is not 
always agreeable. 

One inevitable consequence of the extreme backwardness 
of the season is the shadow of uncertainty which it throws 
over our food prospects. About Midsummer, it is true, we are 
bound to anticipate discouraging prognostications, because, 
by the operation of certain trade influences, which are as 
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securely to be counted on as trade winds, producers have the 
strongest possible temptation to instil into the minds of con- 
sumers the philosophy condensed in the old proverb, “ A bird 
in the hand is worth two in the bush.” Those who possess, 
or who at short notice can possess, a vast wealth of grain 
wherewith to supply the market, naturally depreciate the 
hopes of those who only expect to possess, Mark-lane, there- 
fore, commonly assumes a serious countenance shortly before 
harvest time, and prices respond by taking a higher range. 
All questions have at least two sides to them—that on which 
the light falls, and that which is immersed in shadows; and 
it is the cne of sellers at this particular period of the 
year to lead buyers round to the shady side, and 
point their attention to the extent of surface over which 
fear should prevail against hope. Just now, it must be 
confessed the former have an advantage over the latter. The 
sellers have a strong basis of truth upon which to rest their dis- 
couraging vaticinations. The facts, as they stand, are unde- 
niably ill-favoured. They might be worse, but they are bad 
enough for the purpose. They serve as a foundation for con- 
jectures which, unwelcome though they be, cannot be said to 
lack probability. Accordingly, we hear that the wheat harvest, 
in any event, cannot reach an average one and may fall very 
far below it. The details, it must be owned, somewhat 
modify the general impression which is made by so sweeping 
an opinion, and, of course, there are “ifs’’ which may turn 
the scale to a more desirable conclusion. But, while inclined 
to make deductions from the trustworthiness of opinions set 
afloat under the circumstances to which we have adverted, we 
are afraid we must admit that the food prospects of the nation 
are not, in the present case, of a cheerful character, and that 
the advance of prices really indicates an anxious look-out for 
the future. 

Waiving, however, any further reference to the quantity or 
quality of this year’s crops of grain, which would be too 
rpeculative to be relied upon, we may assume, with an 
approach to certainty, that the harvest will be a late one. 
No amount of sunshine to be expected in this climate can 
now ripen the corn for the sickle with sufficient rapidity to 
enable farmers to reap their fields within three weeks or a 
month of the time at which the work was done last year. 
Then, it will be borne in mind, the bulk of the harvest was 
secured at an exceptionally early period ; now it bids fair to 
be exceptionally late. The difference between the two may 
be put down, without much room for doubt, at a 
month; or, in other words, last year’s stock will 
have to serve for thirteen months instead of twelve. 
Under the old system of protection, this extension of time 
would have been a serious calamity. Happily, we are spared 
that gloomy prospect. The rise of prices in our market will 
have become known all over Europe and North America 
before now, and the same wires which conveyed that inform- 
ation will no doubt have taken orders for prompt supplies. 
The repeal of the remaining shilling duty on corn by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer this spring will both 
encourage and assist mercantile enterprise. Before our 
granaries at home are cleared, ample supplies will be 
ebtained from those accessible parts of the world in 
which there is a superabundance. The anticipated vacuum 
certain to be produced by the lateness of the season will 
therefore be filled. The price of bread, no doubt, will be 
raised; but there is no ground whatever for believing 
that it will reach a point indicative of general distress, unless, 
indeed, the approaching harvest should prove a failure. We 
may make up our minds, therefore, to endure some incon- 
venience, other than personal, from the long absence of summer 
heat ; but we may also assure ourselves that, as one of the 
results of wise legislation, our deprivation of comfort will be 
minimised, and that, although our population may not be 
destined to enjoy “fulness of bread,” it will at least have 
enough to stave off all risks of starvation. 

In other and minor respects, we fear, this persistently 
wintry summer will considerably curtail our usual means of 
enjoyment. Up to the present time horticulture has been 
grievously disappointed of its expected results, Our gardens 
mock us, Neither flower nor fruit yields, or even promises to 
yield, its usual sum of pleasure. Nature moves on so slowly 
that we are tempted to believe it stands still, and we cease to 
watch it with daily interest. Cold and wet drive us in from 
our favourite outdoor haunts, and we take refuge from 
piercing blasts before the pleasanter fires that still blaze 
upon our hearths. We have even graver inconveniences to 
expect ; for as corn pours into the country so gold will 
flow out of it. Money will become scarcer; discounts 
may be expected to rise; weak commercial firms will be 
unable to resist the pressure to which they will be ex- 
posed, and in their fall will drag others with them. To 
what extent this process will go, it were idle to conjecture. It 
may be cut short, or even entirely averted, by a sudden change 
in the weather. But all experience proves that any large 
deficiency in our home supply of cereals is followed by corre- 
sponding commercial derangement, by diminution of employ- 
ment, and by distress among the poor. 

So dependent are we on the weather, over which we can 
exercise no control! But that very dependence has its moral 
uses, too obvious, perhaps, to admit of being dilated upon in 
this place. At any rate, we may learn, for our own sakes, 
cheerful submission to conditions which it is beyond our 
power to modify. We seldom appreciate the blessings that 
we have until they are withdrawn from us. The regularity 
of the seasons wellnigh escapes our notice, and, in con- 
sequence, fails to excite our gratitude, until, by an exceptional 
interruption of it, we are reminded how deeply we are indebted 
to the Supreme Wisdom and Goodness from whom the hap- 
piness it promotes is ultimately derived. It is a good thing, 
even under the most adverse circumstances, that man should 
save himself by hope from present miseries. And in this 
spirit, though appearances seem to be against it, we will hope 





that, before we again address ourselves to our readers, the 
“winter of our discontent” will have passed away and 
“ glorious summer” will have taken its piace. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 

FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Thursday, June 24. 
Parisians are still occupied in endeavouring to read the riddle of the 
late disturbances, re ayers ntly with indifferent success. Whether 
any additional light wi thrown on their origin at the approach- 
ing trials is still a matter of uncertainty. The Imperialists accuse 
the Democrats, saying that the mem of the irreconcilable 
minority wished, if nothing worse, to force the Emperor to inex- 
pedient concessions; and the latter retort by throwing back the 
accusation, protesting that the Government only could possibly be 
the gainers by these disorders, inasmuch as they afforded it a 
plausible pretext for indefinitely postponing those reforms which 
the country at the recent elections have declared to be necessary. 
Out of the 1033 prisoners which we last week mentioned as being 
confined in the casemates of Bicétre no less than 860 have been set 
at liberty by the juges d’instruction, and the 173 detained for trial 
were removed to the prison of La Santé on Friday and Saturday 
last. There are, however, still a considerable number of prisoners at 
the police depét and the Conciergerie, many of whom it is said 
decline giving their names. Seventeen individuals have already 
been brought to trial and condemned to different terms of imprison- 
ment, varying from five days to six months, with the addition of a 
fine in several instances. our of the contributors to the Rappel 
and the Reveil arrested during the disturbances have been set at 
liberty. 

The Emperor's letter to M. de Mackau, having been read more 
attentively and every word of it weighed, is supposed to be sus- 
septible of two interpretations, of a precisely opposite character. 
One section of politicians sees in it simply a defiance of public 
opinion, whereas that numerous class whose aim is invariably to 
make things pleasant argue that all the Em r means is that he 
will yield nothing to menace or force, but that when quiet is per- 
fectly restored he will not be found indisposed to a change of 
principles and even of persons ; so that M. Rouher’s tenure of office 
is far slighter than is commonly supposed. The Ministerial journals 
would seem to intimate that the question of the octroi duties 
throughout France and a general redistribution of imposts is 
engaging the a mind at present. There is a talk, too, of 
the Co Législatif meeting earlier than was contemplated. 
Decrees have already appeared reappointing the former President 
and Vice-Presidents to similar positions in the new Chamber; at 
which arrangement certain Liberals pretend to take umbrage, on 
the ground that it was believed the Government would concede to 
the new Legislature the right of electing its own chief officers. 

On Monday the Emperor, accompanied by the Prince Imperial, 
left Paris by the Chemin de l'Est for Chalons, arriving there 
at about five in the afternoon. The Imperial visitors were received 
at the station of Mourmelon by Marshal Bazaine and his staff, and 
proceeded on horseback to the Quartier Imperial amidst the enthu- 
siastic acclamations of the various bodies of troops drawn up to 
receive them. General Fleury and the Minister of War are in 
attendance upon the Emperor, the principal object of whose visit 
to the camp is to examine the new mili theory about to be put 
into practice. The projected changes, which are the result of the 
new system of armament, have for their object the greater extension 
of the line of battle and a more divided mode of attack, by which 
engagements would take place over a larger space of ground, whilst 
the action of heavy cavalry, a considerable reduction of which arm 
is now in contemplation, would be extremely restricted. The 
Emperor will remain five days at the camp, being due at Beauvais 
on Sunday next, to preside at the opening of the cattle show; and 
the speech he will doubtless pronounce on that occasion is being 
looked forward to with intense interest. He will be accompanied 
by the Empress. 

The Viceroy of Egypt paid a visit to Princess 4 -y her 
estate of St. Gratien, on Saturday last, 4nd left Paris for London 
on Tuesday morning. Court carriages conveyed his Highness and 
his suite to the railway station, where an Imperial train was placed 
at his disposal, General Pajol and M. Raimbeaux accompanying 
the Viceregal as far as Calais. 

The Queen of Portugal has arrived in Paris and has alighted at 
the Grand Hotel. One of the first visitsof her Luisitanian Majesty 
was to Queen Isabella of Spain, who at once returned the call—a 
strong proof of the good feeling existing between the two Penin- 
sular Sovereigns. It is worthy of remark that of late the Emperor 
and Empress have been frequent visitors to the Hotel Basiliewski— 
another proof of the entente cordiale subsisting between the denizens 
of the Tuileries and the late oceupante of the Escurial. 

A strike of the miners of St. Etienne has led to collision with 
the military, senting some features of resemblance with the 
late affair in Flintshire. The miners on strike having made several 
attempts to destroy the various sheds and offices at the pit’s mouth, 
the aid of the military had been requested for the protection of 
property. On Wednesday week an officer in command of three 
companies of the 4th Regiment of the Line, having encountered 
a band of miners proceeding to Saint Etienne with the intention of 
interrupting the worksin oe there, surrounded the rioters and 
made them prisoners. reaching the village, however, the 
soldiers were iled by a compact crowd, who, with the avowed 
intention of delivering the captives, discharged volleys of stones, 
intermingled with pistol-balls, upon the troops. The latter, ex- 
asperated by this attack, fired upon their assailants without wait- 
ing for the word of command, the result being that no less 
than ten of the rioters were left dead upon the field, the 
rest fleeing in confusion. Of the soldiers, fourteen, including 
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SPAIN. 

Marshal Serrano was formally installed as Regent at the sitting 
of the Cortes yesterday week; and, after taking the oath of office, 
delivered a in which he promised to respect the Constitution 
and uphold the liberties of the country. 

The new Cabinet has been formed under the presidency of 
General Prim. With two exceptions, it consists of the same mem- 
bers as the previous Ministry. On Saturday the new members were 
presented to the Cortes, and General Prim made a speech on the 
occasion, and declared that the Government would faithfully observe 
the Constitution. 

The Cortes have rejected by a wi majority the proposal 
of the Republican party that the Duke of Montpensier should not 
be allowed to reside in Spain. 

The debate on the Budget engages the attention of the Cortes, 
In Tuesday’s sitting the second clause of the Revenue Estimates 
was adopted. On Wednesday the amendment to impose a tax of 
15 per cent on the internal Rente was rejected by 106 votes against 
73. Article 5 of the Budget was adopted. 

The Spaniards have captured an American schooner laden with 


war material, which was sup to be destined for Cuba, and have 
sent her to Havannah for adjudication. 
ITALY. 


The King returned to Florence on Sunday, rather unexpectedly. 
His Majesty, it appears, considered his presence was necessary in 
order to strengthen the Government in taking measures for restoring 
the tranquillity of the country, which has been much unsettled by 
riotous demonstrations at Milan, Turin, Naples, and other places. 

Prince Humbert, accompanied by Dr. Zannetti and Marquis 
Gualterio, Minister of the King’s Household, left, on Monday 
morning, for Spezzia, where the Duchess d’Aosta, wife of the 
King’s second son, is seriously ill. According toa telegram, her 
disease is ‘‘ biliary fever,’’ and she received the last sacraments on 
Sunday. The latest bulletin announces a slight improvement in 
her health. 

In Thursday week's sitting of the Chamber of Deputies, Connt 
Cambray Digny communicated a Royal decree authorising him to 
withdraw the three financial conventions which had already been 
rejected by a Parliamentary Committee. The Minister of the 
Interior afterwards read a Royal decree proroguing the Parliament 
for an indefinite period. 

The Pope conducted a special service at the Vatican, on Thurs- 
day week, to celebrate the twenty-fourth anniversary of his election 
to the Papacy. After the service his Holiness received the public 
bodies of the State, the diplomatic corps, and the officers of the 
French army of occupation. Monday being the anniversary of the 
coronation of the Pope his Holiness, wearing the tiara, assisted at 
the mass which was celebrated in the Sistine Chapel, and after- 
wards received the congratulations of the Sacred College and publie 
dignitaries. The city was illuminated in the evening. 

GERMANY. 

On Thursday week the King of Prussia inaugurated a port for 
the navy of the North German Confederation at the mouth of the 
river Jahde. His Majesty spoke in terms of strong satisfaction of 
the formation of such a port. 

The members of the Customs Parliament and Count Bismarck 
had a little trial of strength on Monday, on the question of free 
trade. The Minister spoke in eupport of a proposal to tax the 
importation of petroleum, and deelared that, if it were rejected, 
other amendments in the tariff of the Zollverein would be opposed. 
It was rejected nevertheless. 

The North German Parliament and the Customs Parliament 
were both closed on Tuesday. The Speech from the Throne to the 
first-named assembly is to the effect that Germany's consciousness 
of her unity and her power at home strengthens her hopes in the 
maintenance of peace abroad. 


DENMARK.

‘The House of Lords has affirmed the decision of the nation 
that the Church of Ireland shall be disestablished. The prin- 
ciple of the Government measure has been accepted by th 
Peers. There will be a struggle over details connected with 
the disendowment, and serious difficulties may arise; but the 
grand point is. settled, the divorce is decreed, and the rest is 
matter of alimony—a fitting word, because it implies the 
allowance made on a separation when wrong is not laid to the 
charge of the recipient. Having never supposed that the 
Lords would reject the bill on the second reading, and having 
protested against expressed or implied menace based on an 
expectation for which there were no good grounds, we have no 
lively congratulations to offer merely because an assembly 
comprising some of the ablest men in the country has acted 
with prudence and dignity. 

On the third night of the debate Lord Derby delivered 
himself with all his strength against the bill, and closed with 
a touching reference to his age and the improbability of his 
being often heard again by his peers. He had, he said, 
passed the allotted space of threescore years and ten, his 
official life was at an end, his political life was nearly closed, 
and, in the course of nature, his natural life could not 
be long. But, if that were the last time of his addressing 
the House, it would be to his dying day a satisfaction that he 
had been able to lift his voice against an impolitic and 
iniquitous measure. Whatever may have been thought 
of Lord Derby's arguments, it was impossible to refuse 
respect—we may say reverence—for the evident sincerity with 
which he spoke, or to fail to be affected by the earnest oratory 
of one who has been for half a century foremost in political 
strife, the Commoner from whose blow O'Connell himself 
shrunk aside, the Peer whose flery and caustic eloquence 
made him the dreaded champion of the party that for so 
many years rallied under his leadership. He can win no new 
political distinction, nor can he be expected to take much 
active part in political warfare; but we hope that he has 
many years before him during which his wit and classic 
scholarship may adorn the debates he will not care to lead 
Seventy years is conventional old age, but we have long ceased 
to regard it as a terminal limit, and speeches made at ninety 
have been heard with gratification. 

Of the other orations of that night Lord Salisbury'’s was 
the only one which stood out remarkably. The leadership of 
the Conservative Peers will pass into this young nobleman’s 
hands if he pleases to assume it. His education in the House 
of Commons has been invaluable to him, and it was all the 
more advantageous that he was not a mere party man, but 
took his own course, and had to bear the storms which de- 
scend on independence. He has trained himself to courageous 
thinking, and when he has acquired the self-command which 
enables a man to forego the dangerous pleasure of making 
himself feared for his sarcasm, he will have removed the only 
barrier between himself and a foremost position. On that night 
he threw aside much of his habitual manner, and when he 
scoffed, his scorning was righteously directed against those 
who had sought to terrify the House of Lords by vague 
threats impossible to execute. Lord Salisbury made light of 
the objections which have been made to the bill on the ground 
that it violates the Act of Union (in reference to which, by- 
the-way, Mr. Gladstone wrote two years ago that such Act must 
be recognised,and must have important consequences, especially 
with reference tothe position of the hierarchy), and it may easily 
be imagined that he was too clear-headed not to see that the 
Coronation Oath is a compact that may be annulled by mutual 
release of both parties. He greatly disapproved of that part 
of the bill which provides for the Church, declaring such pro- 
vision to be most ungenerous. But he advised the Lords not 
to set themselves against the will of the nation. He probably 
thinks, with Shakspeare, that in a false quarrel there can be 
no true honour. The counsel of Lord Stanhope given-at the 
meeting in St. James’s-square was renewed in the House of 
Lords, and he strongly supported the second reading. 

On the fourth and last night of the debate the veteran Whig 
Earl Russell, began, and we know not whether his speech be not 
that which will be read for pleasure and information when the 
more brilliant harangues which illustrated this remarkable 
discussion shall be forgotten. His historical sketches may 
have seemed prolonged to those wha have come late into the 
field, and have made up their minds with the promptitude of 
the post nati; but it should be remembered that Lord John 
Russell was an enemy of the Irish Church in days when 
opinions like his were thought by respectable people to be 
almost profane. The number of years during which he has 
been steadily militant against that Church, though, as he said, 
varying his means that he might secure his end, ought not to 
have been forgotten by an informed hearer. Mr. Gladstone 
must have been winning his University laurels when Thomas 
Moore was writing in his journal that, calling to see a portrait 
of Lord John, the poct he4 asked the painter whether he could 
not put into the face a little more expression of hostility te 
the Church of Ireland. On the Friday night of which we 
speak Lord Russell was at length witnessing the triumph of 
the principle for which he had contended all his life, 
and perhaps a few who listened to his long and calm 
summary of the story thought it hard that poetical and 
political justice should be diverse things, and that the aged 
Whig himself was not as Minister asking for the “seal with 
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armorial bearings’ to be stamped on his own bill. Something 
was wanting in the courtesy of an assembly that contrived to 
forget a special recognition of Lord Russell that night. He 
must accept one from literature, and a more abiding one than 
could be conveyed in a well-turned phrase. The Earl's satis- 
faction with the bill was confined to the principle of disestab- 
lishment. He disapproved of the disendowment, nor did he 
admire the handing over the surplus property of the Church 
to lunatics, on which arrangement he launched a sarcasm in 
ithe manner of Swift. He avowed his conviction that the 
measure ought to be very much improved if it were to be 
accepted. But if the desire which has inspired Earl Russell 
for 80 many years to agitate against a certain institution, 
through good report and evil report, have survived those 
years and still glows, the night of this debate must be marked 
“with a white stone ’’ by the venerable Earl. 

Three great lawyers put all their strength into their work, 
as if resolved that the more sacred profession should not carry 
away all the honours. We hope it is not unjust to either 
vocation to say that the Bishops in this debate chiefly spoke 
as men of the world and the lawyers as theologians. Espe- 
cially did Lord Westbury show the religious feeling with 
which such a theme should be treated. He severely con- 
demned the measure, which was ably defended by the 
Chancellor, and assailed with great force, and at vast length, 
by Lord Cairns. It would be difficult to characterise in a 
phrase the pleasant yet inconclusive speech of the Bishop of 
Lichfield, who, when he had the sec of New Zealand, was 
described as the only prelate who could swim round his 
diocese. It was as a gallant venturer, a resolute missionary, 
that we thought of him while listening to his genial 
address and hearing him declare that he would throw 
in his lot with his order. The Duke of Argyll made 
an admirable and temperate address for the measure, 
reasoning it out with his acccustomed solidity. When 
the time came for the Minister's reply, Lord Granville 
again showed the tact which enables him to guide the House 
so pleasantly, He condensed his answer into a very brief 
address, which was almost a form; and this was all that the 
Peers could desire, for the dawn of morning was breaking 
through their painted windows. The division was taken, and 
it was found that for the second reading there were 179, and 
against it 146; so that a majority of 33 in the House of 
Lords affirmed the principle that the Protestant Church of 
Ireland should cease to be a State establishment. A satis- 
factory verdict concluded a trial in which advocacy had done 
its very best on both sides, and earned the honest applause of 
the nation.

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STATUE OF LORD PALMERSTON. 


The public uncovering of a statue of the late Lord Palmerston at 
Southampton on Wednesday, the 2nd inst., when the Earl of 
Carnarvon, Earl Fortescue, the Right Hon. W. F. Cowper, and 
Lord Ashley took part in the proceedings, was mentioned in the 
news of that week. This statue, the design of which is shown by 
our Illustration, is the work of Mr. Thomas Sharp, Edgware- 
road, London, his model having been selected by the local com- 
mittee of subscribers from a limited competition. It was exhibited 
last year at the Royal Academy, and has been praised as a good 
likeness. Asa work of art, its design is semi-classical ; the cloak 
which Lord Palmerston actually wore, it is said, at the opening of 
the Hartley Institute in Southampton being introduced, with 
its pendent folds, to qualify the modern garb of coat 
and trousers; though we never saw him wear it like an 
antique Roman toga. His left hand holds a scroll, and the 
books at his feet are inscribed with the titles of his _ Offices, 
from the year 1809 to the time of his decease, October, 1865, when 
he was Prime Minister. He is in the act of speaking, holding a 
scroll in one hand, while the other is on the breast, “‘ indicative 
of the honesty of purpose and warmth of feeling with which he for 
so long a period had advocated all that was just and right for the 
benefit of his country and for the welfare of his fellow-men.’’ The 
statue is of Sicilian marble, 8ft. high, and stands on a marble 
pedestal, with granite sub-plinth, making a total height of 17 ft. ; 
and on the front of the l is the following inscription :— 
‘‘ Palmerston, K.G., G.C.B. Born 1784; died 1866. A burgess of 
Southampton. Erected by public subscription. Frederick Perkins, 
Mayor, A.D. 1869.”’

THE GUARDS’ INSTITUTE. 


A View was given in this Journal some months ago of the exterior 
of the new building in Francis-street, Vauxhall-bridge-road, not 
far from the Victoria railway station, which has been erected for 
the accommodation of the social club formed under the patronage 
of the officers of the Guards for the comfort and recreation of the 
soldiers. It was opened, two years ago, by his Royal Highness the 
Field Marshal Commander-in-Chief, assisted a Sir John Pakington, 
then Secretary of State for War, and Earl De Grey and Ripon, 
who has also held that office. We are very glad to state that the 
institution is going on prosperously, under the general management 
of an officers’ committee, of which the Major-Generals in turn 
commanding the whole brigade of Guards are the temporary presi- 
dents, with a sub-committee, formed of non-commissioned officers

and privates, elected by each of the three regiments, the Grenadier 
Guards, the Coldstream Guards, and the Scots Fusilier Guards. 
It has been joined by more than fifteen hundred members, who are 
accustomed to frequent it in the evenings, both on weekdays and 
Sundays, for reading, writing, and conversation, having also re- 
freshments of a wholesome kind (beer and wine, but no ardent 
spirits) provided on economical terms. The games of chess, 
draughts, dominoes, bowls, skittles, billiards, and bagatelle, are 








played here with great spirit; there are popular lectures, occa- 
sionally, upon literary or scientific subjects; a concert every week, 
amateur theatricals, and two weekly dancing parties, one for 
the private soldiers, on Wednesdays, and one for the non-commis- 
sioned officers, on Fridays. We present three Illustrations—one of 
the ball-room and one oF the library and reading-room. The third 
shows an amateur workshop, for the instruction of as many of the 
men as choose to learn the craft of a carpenter; there is also a 
tailors’ workshop. 








THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCIETY’S GARDENS. 


In that northern section of the Regent’s Park Gardens, between 
the road and the canal, to which visitors gain access by passing 
through the tunnel, a commodious and handsome new building has 
been lately completed. It was designed by Mr. Bartlett, the 
resident superintendent of the Zoological Society’s collection, and 
by Mr. Salvin, the architect, for the dwelling of the elephants and 
rhinoceroses which figure so conspicuously among the wonders of the 
place. The front of this red brick building, which overlooks the plea- 
sant side path, and the green bank, shaded with trees, sloping down 
to the canal, has a pretty and picturesque elevation; with several 
steep gables highly decorated in red tiles and carved timbers, and 
with three doorways, each adorned by a stone effigy of the head of 
a beast. These sculptures, by Mr. W. Plows, represent an 
elephant above the middle doorway, and over each of the end 
doorways a rhinoceros. The interior is judiciously planned as well 
for the ease and comfort of a multitude of spectators as for the 
dwelling of those huge animals and for the convenience of 
their attendants. A wide passage or corridor, through which 
hundreds of people may stroll. or lounge at their pleasure, 
is open along one side to the eight spacious compartments 
where the animals will be lodged; with a snfficient interval, 
for safety, between the bars of their cages, aud the low barrier 
restraining the visitors from too close an approach to their formid- 
able tusks, or even to the meddlesome trunks of the friendly 
elephants, which are sometimes tempted by the artificial flowers of 
a lady’s bonnet. The floor is neatly paved with coloured tiles; the 
lofty roof is of an agreeable design in stained and varnished wood ; 
the air, when the building is crowded with human visitors, and 
when its brute inhabitants have remained there for hours, is felt to 
be perfectly fresh and pure, which affords a wholesome contrast to 
the stifling and ill-smelling little round-house where the elephants 
have been used to reside. Each of the eight compartments, above 
20 ft. square, very light and airy, brick-paved, and with white- 
washed walls, has a door at the back, opening to the exercise- 
ground and large tank, where both the elephant and the rhinoceros 
delight to wallow in the water. There is also a door of communi- 
cation between each pair of compartments, and this door can be 
opened or shut, by a chain and windlass, from the outside without 
going into the place. -The stout perpendicular bars in front are 
just wide enough apart to enable the keeper to slip in or out, 
without the slightest difficulty, while the enormous body of the 
animal is shut in; there is no door or gate in front. In each of 
the two corners at the back is a fixed screen, behind which a man 
could shelter himself if suddenly attacked, with an ascending series 
of curved bars, forming a ladder, by which he might quickly climb 
to the small balcony overhead, and so make his escape. A high 
platform, on the upper floor, runs along the front of e 
compartments; and on this floor are the bed-chambers of four 
attendants, the store-rooms for the fodder, and other rooms or 
offices. Such is the general plan of the new elephant-house, which 
is so complete, and so perfectly finished, that the favourite horses 
and grooms of a princely nobleman could not be provided with a 
more luxurious stable. The elephants and rhinoceroses have not 
yet taken up their abode here ; but they are brought in on Sundays,

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KING’S COLLEGE CHAPEL. 


The interior of King’s College Chapel, London, of which we present 
a view, is one of Mr. Gilbert Scott’s most original works. From the 
fuct that the chapel is on the first floor of the cellege buildings and 
has nothing distinctive in its external aspect, its appearance stri 
the visitor with admiration in the sense of surprise no less than in 
that of approval. Its adornment is the result of the gradual expendi- 
ture of contributions of friends of the college. This was commenced, 
in 1861, by the throwing out of an apsidal chancel and the insertion 
of new windows. In August, 1863, a new roof was added, over a 
clerestory. In 1864 the oak fittings were introduced. The windows 
have at various intervals been filled with stained glass, chiefly by 
Messrs. Clayton and Bell, at the cost, among others, of the Earl of 
Powis, Mr. Edward Wigram; the Rev. Dr. Major, the late Head 
Master of the school; and Mr. J. W. Cunning! , the secretary. 
The proposed improvements are not yet quite complete. The 
peculiar paneling of the walls extends only over a portion of them ; 
and carved stalls for the professors and masters are yet to be placed 
at the eistend.

It happened that a purser in 
the Russian fleet, named Malakoff, was discharged from the 
naval service, having an accumulated indictment proved 
against him of drunkenness, embezzlement, and smuggling. 
It seems that, while supplyin stores to the ship which he 
belonged —t- Malakoff had not only cheated the ship, 
but had doubly cheated the Government by getting articles 
in acontraband way. But, though a man is epee he 
must still live ; and in Malakoff's case living implied drinking. 
His contraband experience suggested a resource, and he 
opened a ‘traktir’ or vodki = The quarter he selected 
for this trade was the green hill just outside of the Kara- 
belnaiya, or sailors’ suburb; and here, from his experience 
in certain methods of obtaining his supplies, Malakoff was 
able to undersell all the rival spirit-dealers in Sebastopol. 
This fact was very soon well known in the fleet and the 
barracks, so that the Russian soldiers and sailors, who drink 
to drunk in the cheapest and quickest manner possible, 
flocked to his shop, and the Malakoff Hill became notorious. 
This old reputation of the place is now all but forgotten in its 
newer fame. It is curious to think of such a history attached 
to the and ‘hat the source of such a high-sounding title 
as the ‘ de Malakoff’ should have been the name of a 
disgraced and drunken scoundrel who kept a low grog-shop.”’
